Newcastle KB Raiders 


v Wollongong Wolves

Peter Willis, Jim Preston, Jim McBreen, Peter Tredinnick — the names have a 
familiar ring to them. And they will probably all be turning out for Wolves today. 


Provided he has fully recovered from injury 
Peter Willis will make a comeback to the Philips 
Soccer League of Australia after eighteen 
months. He is desperately keen to celebrate his 
return to the big league at the I.S.C. though it is 
only eight weeks since he lopped off a toe with a 
lawnmower. 

dim Preston may have left K.B. but he is still 
very much a tooth man. His mountainous 
munching has him labelled the Gargantua of the 
“Gong”. His flat mates have learned not to buy 
food for anything more than a meal at a time. A 
day's supply, a week’s supply, disappears before 
it reaches the fridge. 

But Jim keeps his weight down by training 
hard and often. He has done some brilliant things 
this season. Two saves against Olympic, one 
against Heidelberg, a couple more against Lions 
and one against the Demons have stamped him as 
Wollongong’s most valuable player. He doesn’t 
get a lot of credit from the soccer journals but Ken 
Morton, his manager, appreciates his 
contribution to the side. 

All P.S.L. clubs expect injuries. Raiders had 
more than their share last season and have 
suffered again this season. For the Wolves the 
problems have been strangely sterotyped. There 
have been four serious injuries and all of them to 
defenders. 

Before the season got under way Peter Willis 
knew he would be missing a few matches. So did 
Jeff Ainsworth, former Liverpool (U.K.) reserve 
player. He had a cartilage operation just before he 
left for Australia and he wasn’t fit until the fifth 
series. In the second series the regular left back, 
Tony Dickinson, broke his ankle so he won’t play 
again for amonth or two. Then against Blacktown 
the team captain, Chris Dunleavy, had to stand 
down through injury. His place as sweeper is a 
very important one. 

The only constant in the backline since series 
one has been Bill de Graaf, the Dutch-born, 
bearded giant from New Zealand and he fancies 
himself as a striker rather than a defender. 

Paradoxically it has been the cool, well- 
organised Wolves defence which has done most 
for the P.S.L. newcomers. No team has managed 
more than one goal against it despite the 


makeshift nature of the formation. Chris 
Dunleavy gets a lot of the credit for giving the 
defence composure in its first matches. Bill de 
Graaf is more than just a winner of aerial balls 
though. He has done well on the ground, sticking 
a foot out at the crucial moment to break up 
attacks. Like Dunleavy he loves to use the ball, 
refuses to waste it in fact. Between them they set 
the pattern of moving the ball about that pervades 
the whole side. 

There are four in the midfield. McBreen and 
Tredinnick play wide. Lathan and Adam work the 
middle. They see plenty of the ball but they are 
always quick to get goal-side when their 
opponents win possession. 

Wollongong Wolves play two up front. They 
are Brian Turner and Clive Campbell, the regular 
Kiwi front pairing. Clive Campbell is about the 
same build as Paul Burrows. Brian Turner shows 
more resemblance to Mark Trenter. That doesn’t 
give them a lot incommon physically. Yet they are 
certainly compatible. 

Campbell won a lot of admirers in his first 
league match for the ‘Gong by the way in which he 
took his two goals against Olympic. His 
perfromances since haven't lost him too many of 
those admirers. Brian Turner, on the other hand, 
has had quite a slow start. It was only against the 
Demons that he started to get in some glancing 
headers. Maybe he is ready to show some form. 

Whatever achievements the Wollongong 
Wolves attain in 1981 the credit must go to Ken 
Morton. He has worked the players really hard to 
get them fit and develop understanding. An 
indication of just how hard he has trained the 
Wolves is the fact that they had ten training 
sessions in one week between February 1 and 6. 
That’s two a day, Monday to Friday. It is doubtful 
whether any Australian side has had to train at 
that tempo before. Wisely Ken tapered training 
off in the week prior to the opening round of 
matches. But between Rounds one and two the 
Wolves had seven training sessions. 

There are players who can only show their 
best under rigorous, frequent training. Ken 
Morton will certainly get the best out of all the 
squad members who need that type of 
programme to get sharp.

The Wollongong Wolf Cubs have learned a lot since the club’s hurried 
formation and entry into the Australian Youth League. An early 6-1 whacking by 
the far more experienced Marconi youth side forced Wollongong youth coach 
Dick Evans to conclude that the inclusion of a couple of senior players in the youth 
ranks was vital if the boys were to learn without being humiliated. The move made 
all the difference as indicated by the recent 2-1 defeat of Blacktown Demons at 
Wollongong. 

The Illawarra area has traditionally been a goldmine for youth talent and 
players like centre back Ray Vlietstra are maintaining the impetus. Ray, 16, 
captained the N.S.W. C.H.S. national title-winning side last year and displays a 
great deal of responsibility in defence for Wollongong. 

The still unbeaten Allco-sponsored Newcastle youths (at time of writing) are 
appreciating the new measure of competiveness which many found lacking in 
junior football. According to the team management, the opportunity to play 
consistently in good company is providing marked improvement in some players. 
But there is still a long way to go. Today’s game should be another part of the 
learning process for both sides.

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THE MONEY OR THE KOP

Or how an Australian soccer star had to choose between England’s two most glamorous first 
division clubs and let passion rather than paycheck guide his decision. 


It was 10 p.m. on the night of March 10 and 
two goals in extra time by Wolves had just put 
Middlesbrough out of their F.A. Cup sixth round 
replay at Wolverhampton. It was after midnight 
when the weary Boro players completed the 
coach trip back to Teeside. For them, all honors 
aspirations for the 1980-81 season had 
evaporated under the harsh lights of Wolves’ 
Molineux Ground. However, for one Boro player, 
the season still held a good deal of drama. 

With the transfer deadline due at 5 p.m. on 
March 11, clubs in pursuit of Middlesbrough’s 
talented Aussie midfielder Craig Johnston had 
less than 24 hours to finalise their bids. Six 
months of press speculation and a stream of 
offers as high as $2 million underlined the 
conviction that Boro would not be able to hold on 
to Johnston, particularly in view of the fact that 
his contract expired at the end of the season. 
Clubs already mentioned in the auction were 
Manchester City, Leeds, Arsenal, Totterham, 


Liverpool and Nottingham Forest. The 
Middlesbrough secretary’s phone had run hot 
with tentative approaches from at least half a 
dozen other clubs. For Johnston, this was the 
pay-off for five years of sacrifice, hard work and 
dedication: the chance to join one of the glamour 
clubs of the toughest domestic football league in 
the world. 

March 11, 9 am.: The office phones at 
Middlesbrough’s Ayresome Park headquarters 
were already ringing when the administrative staff 
arrived for work. First cab off the rank was 
Liverpool secretary Peter Robinson. He informed 
his Middlesbrough counterpart that Liverpool 
were keen to meet with Johnston that day and 
clinch the deal. 9.30: Johnston was roused by the 
phone call from Ayresome Park: Would he be 
available to travel to Liverpool that morning to 
talk terms with manager Bob Paisley? Johnston 
had half expected the development but it still 
caught him by surprise. As one of the few players

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given a choice of which two clubs he'd most like to 
join, he still had not been able to split the 
difference between Brian Clough’s European 
Cup-winners Nottingham Forest and the 
Merseyside outfit. And now the pressure was 
right on him to make a quick decision. In his time 
in England Johnston had become a firm fan of the 
extrovert, successful-ism of the enigmatic Forest 
manager. He had read the man’s biography, met 
him on a number of occasions and admired the 
motivational and coaching skills which had taken 
Forest from the second division straight to the top 
of the first in one year, and on into Europe where 
they won the European Cup at the first attempt 
and retained it at their second. Johnston had also 
been impressed by the reports from 
Middlesbrough. (where Clough had starred as a 
prolific striker during his playing days,) that the 
Forest manager was the kind of man who took 
great personal care of his players. If Johnston had 
researched his man — so had Clough. He’d 
already made several low-key approaches for 
Johnston and the recent sale of Ireland captain 
Martin O’Neill and Larry Lloyd was interpreted as 
part of the ‘making room’ process for the Boro 
player’s arrival. Forest’s scouts reports plus 
dohnston’s performances against the Nottingham 
side had convinced Clough and assistant 
manager Peter Taylor. They’d already made a 
number of secondary contacts with Johnston and 
Middlesbrough and were rightfully convinced it 
could only be a matter of time before the player 
wore a Forest shirt. Clough spoke to Johnston 
before he left for Liverpool and drew a promise 
that the player would ring the Forest manager 
after he’d heard the Liverpool offer. Johnston was 
facing a dilemma but already his personal debate 
had started to favor Liverpool. He knew that 
Clough was his kind of manager and Forest were 
current European Cup holders, but there was 
more to the case than that. The real strength of 
English football at club, player and spectator level 
is in the country’s industrial heartland where the 
sheer weight of support means that a clubis never 
permitted to lose its impetus. Manchester United 
and Liverpool typify such spirit. If football passion 
could be converted to currency, such clubs would 
be the wealthiest by far. Despite all its success, 
Nottingham does not possess such spirit. 
Midday: At the meeting in Bob Paisley’s Anfield 
office, Johnston had heard the offer and informed 
the Liverpool manager he had promised to phone 
Clough. Paisley quietly left the room and 
Johnston dialled Forest. Even before hearing 
Clough’s offer of $2 million plus a better basic 
wage than Liverpool had offered, Johnston had 
already made his decision. He told the Forest 
boss that Liverpool was his pick. A disappointed 


Clough responded: I would have walked to 
Liverpool to sign you.” 

Liverpool's settling price was $1.5 million of 
which the player receives five percent. Johnston, 
partly taken aback by the speed of the transaction 
settled the deal ona handshake, promising to sign 
the forms at the end of the season. In the 
meantime, he will complete the season at 
Middlesbrough. 

“It all seemed so rushed at the time,” said 
Johnston, “that I was just a little bit wary about 
putting my signature to a deal, which might have 
meant that I'd be playing with Liverpool now.” 

It was the right decision, With Liverpool ina 
pressure situation, facing a League Cup final 
replay and European Cup semi-final, it would 
have placed an intolerable amount of pressure on 
the player to prove himself. It had been an 
arduous season, and faced with the domestic 
rigours of a move to Liverpool and his impending 
marriage back in Australia in July, he was 
conscious of the risk of distractions. 

The eager English soccer press had sweated 
on the Johnston deal for months, suspecting that 
the auction atmosphere could prompt the 
season’s highest figure. They weren't 
disappointed. The $1.5 million offered by 
Liverpool was the season record and everybody 
wanted the story. ‘ 

“Our phone rang all day,” said Craig’s 
financee, Jenny Jones. “My sister had been trying 
to phone me for hours and simply couldn’t get 
through,” 

It wasn’t just the local and national soccer 
press chasing Johnston, the Australian agencies 
were eager for the story and there was also a rash 
of calls from solicitors, agents and accountants 
keen to offer their services to manager the young 
star’s affairs. The one blessing that weekend was 
that Liverpool’s League Cup final clash gave 
Middlesbrough, who were drawn to play the 
Merseysiders in the league, the day off. Johnston 
wisely used the time to escape and celebrate. 

The final chapter in a hectic week was played 
out in Australia where the award winning 60 
Minutes team was fielding another scoop. Four 
months earlier the show's researchers were 
tipped off about the impending transfer of the 
Aussie player. In December, 1980 a 60 Minutes 
team had flown to Middlesbrough to capture the 
player for an interview and scoring against 
Manchester United. The Liverpool deal, sealed 
on the Thursday Australian time, meant a hasty 
bit of rescheduling to whip in the Johnston clip. 
But 60 Minutes managed it and appeared on the 
Sunday night with one of the most timely pieces of 
sport reporting of the year.

Those fans who take their overseas soccer in the televised form of the English 
product might be familiar with the educated calling of John Motson. Arguably the 
best soccer broadcaster in Britain today, Motson is one of the game’s true students 
and mixes his knowledge of personalities, particular team playing styles and sheer 
enthusiasm with an awareness that the ‘ball-watching’ technique of the television 
camera excludes the TV audience from a lot of the off-the ball action. His subtle 
humor is also a byword among the players and is typified of his calling of a West 
Bromwich match in which one move involved the collective talents of Albion’s 
three coloured players, Cyrille Regis, Remy Moses and Brendan Batson — 
“Batson, Moses, Regis”, called Motson, “the Three Degrees,” (an obvious 
reference to the popular black, vocal trio). 

Motson’s gift of football knowledge and the English language is differently 
displayed in The European Cup (1955-1980), published by Queen Anne Press. He 
co-wrote and researched the book with fellow soccer journalist John Rowlinson. 
The book is a fabulous read not only for its historical content but for the sheer 
creative style of the authors’ writing. The Motson and Rowlinson team deal not 
only with the eliminations but profile the great players and managers who have 
contributed to 25 years of Europe’s greatest club competition. Bribery scandals, 
riots such as that staged by the Leeds United fans in the 1975 final, and the horrors 
of travelling and playing behind the Iron Curtain are all part of the backdrop to the 
Cup’s history. The authors’ research is embellished with first hand accounts from 
top players and managers including Kevin Keegan (Liverpool and Hamburg), 
Gento (Real Madrid), Brian Clough and Jock Stein. With the 1981 European Cup 
climax only a couple of months away, the book makes for compelling reading.
